Going to the College of Pharmacy, 
she completed her course there with 
honors and at tlmt time waa the first 
woman pharmacist In the United 
States. .Magazines and newspapers 
commented on this accomplishment.

It 
was in this tocatlon she hegaa a re- 
markable career.

Old 
cases were remodeled and the fra- 
grance of perfumes and flow. rs greet- 
ed the customers. Then began a suc- 
cess that enhniaated October 1, when 
she sold out the eleven stores she 
operated successfully for years. 

-V'o sooner had Miss Dow begun to 
prosper in the drug business than at- 
tempts were made to impede her 
progress. She was a firm believer in 
newspaper advertising. This brought 
down the wrath of the leas enterpris- 
ing druggists a.s well as the big phar- 
maceutical houses that supplied the 
<lru-i;i8U with their warea. When 
-Miss Dow cut the price on established 
medicines efforts were made to stop 
her.
